Major P. Anderson, Captured in 


Battle of Ypres on April 
24th Last: 


WAS INTERNED ALMOST 
ON BORDER OF AUSTRIA 


No Details of How He Escaped 
But Unquestionably it Was 
Notable Feat. 


Major Pete Anderson, the Edmon- 
tom, old-timer, who went to the front 
in the fall of last year with the 101st 
battalion, and who was captured by 
the Germans in the battie of Ypres on 
the 24th of April last. has escaped and 
is safe in London ,aceording to an of- 
ficial report received by the adjutant- 
general at tOllawa, ana transmitted to 
Mrs. Anderson by telegram  yester- 
tn The telegram was worded agefol- 
ows: 

“Much = pleased tb inform you 
dal report received = states 
Major P. Anderson, 3rd, formerly 
$th, escaped from Bishoffwerda, 
safe in London—Adjutant-Gen- 
eral,” 


South of Berlin, 

The escape of Major Anderson is of 
1 much more extraordinary character 
than appears on the surface. Bis- 
choffwereda, it may be mentioned, is 
over one hundred miles south of Ber- 
lin, Almost on the northern boundary 
of Austria, and in order to have 
reached Denmark, his native country, 
and thence to London, he had to pass 
through ag, armed German camp 
scores of miles in length. It is likely 
that the major’s nationality stood him 
in good stead. as he speaks English 
with a pronounced Danish accent, and 
also no doubt has a good knowledge 
of the German language, so that once 
he had discarded his Canadtanm, mili- 
tary uniform ,his progress through 
the German lines would not be so dif- 
fientt as for a man of !English or Ca- 
nadian birth, yen at that, however, 
his escape through such along stretch 
of alien territory furnishes another 
proof, if any were needed, of the 
Major’s bravery ,and mo doubt the 
story of his experiences is most 
thrilling. 

Was Gaptured On Birthday, 

Major Anderson was captured on 
‘his birthday, April 24th. His name 
was at dirst placed in the list of cas- 
ualties. ,and it was thought that he 
had been killed) until the welcome 
news was received that he had been 
made a prisoner. He left Mdmonton 
With the 101st regiment, and after his 
arrival s+ the front was placed in 
command of a brigade of sharp-shoot- 
ers in d*’rance for the purpose of put- 
ting German snipers out of business. 

The major came to WHdmonton 
twenty-five years ago .as a poor bay, 
and for some time worked as.a brick- 
laver, one of the buildings he assisted 
in erecting being the Gariepy block 
at the corner of Jasper and McDou- 
gall. Tn dater years he started brick- 
making ,and now owns the business 
hearing his name at the south side of 
the low level. Ife is one of the foreign- 
horn residents of Canada who has 
made good. ,
